Compensate for Funding Shortfall

Unprecedented reductions in state funding 
have necessitated implementation of fiscal 
austerity plans at each of our institutions to 
compensate for a reduction of over $30 million 
in state funding. Careful monitoring of the 
financial conditions of the Special Educational 
Trust Fund has been complemented by advance 
planning in an effort to ensure continuation of 
our commitment to quality educational pro¬ 
grams during this time of financial crisis. 

Though the statewide media has provided 
periodic reports on the impact of proration and 
reduced legislative appropriations on individual 
institutions within our system of colleges, a 
systemwide perspective is vhal to a complete 
understanding of The Alabama College System s 
response to this dramatic reduction in funding. 

As early as January 30,1986, the State Board of 
Education received a fiscal austerity resolution, 
which directed each two-year college president 
to develop austerity plans within 30 days to 
address the period February i, 1986-September 
30,1987. The resolution called for the reduction 
of costs through maximum utilization of current 
full-time employees (including administrators, 


promotions resulting in additional costs and 
deferment of new instructional programs lacking 
sufficient external financial support. 

The resolution was deemed necessary for two 
important reasons. The 1986-87 legislative 
appropriation to The Alabama College System 
fell $17.4 million short of the current year’s 
appropriation. In addition, anticipated proration 
of the system’s 1985-86 budget, which was 
ultimately declared by the Governor on July 1, 
further reduced our state allocation by $6.5 
million. 

Proration also affects the system’s 1986-87 
reduced budget. The State Finance Department 
projects 6 to 10 percent proration as oi October 
1, which means an additional $6.7 to $11.2 
million shortfall in funding. Two years’ 
proration and the reduced legislative appropria¬ 
tion is costing the system more than $30 million. 

Proration will have a greater impact on the 
1986-87 budget than is represented by these 
figures, for example, salaries alone currently 
average 98 percent of the system’s unprorated 
appropriation, step-rank raises going into effect 
September 1 for all salaried employees will cost 
approximately $1.3 million and increased fall 
enrollments will further strain our lean 
allocations. 

As the state’s financial condition has worsened 
over the past few months, each college’s fiscal 
austerity plan has gone into effect. Numerous 
actions--with personnel lay-offs being the last 
resort-have been taken to conserve funds. 

At its August 14 meeting, the State Board of 
Education approved implementation of three 
additional measures to help offset the system’s 
severe funding reductions. These measures are 
cited below: 

1. Each two-year college was required to 
submit 1986-87 budgets to the Chancellor's 
Office on August 22, 1986. No budget is 
acceptable with a deficit balance and each 
budget must reflect realistic revenues 
based upon the State Finance Depart¬ 
ment’s projections. 


2. Expanded prison education programs 
funded with State funds will >e temp¬ 
orarily discontinued until additional 
funding for these programs is obtained. 

3. Elective winter quarter. The Alabama 
College System’s tuition rate will be 
increased from $150 to $200 per quarter 
and Athens State College’s tuition will be 
increased from $20 to $24 per credit hour. 
Out-of-state tuition, currently twice the 
rate for Alabama residents, will increase 

. from $300 to $350. 

By prudently implementing these and other 
cost effective strategies, The Alabama College 
System has acted responsibly in this time of 
financial crisis. The system stands ready to meet 
every' budget challenge. We will continue to be 
fiscally responsible while remaining responsive 
to the citizens of Alabama in providing quality 
programs of instruction.

The agreement will primarily benefit colleges 
located near the Alabama- Georgia state line. In 
Alabama these include Chattahoochee Valley, 


Southern Union State Junior College in Wadley, 
Wallace State Community College Dothan and 
Alexander City State Junior College, Georgia 
vocational institutions located ne ar the Alabama 
line include Troup County Area Vocational 
Technic al Sc hool in La Grange and Columbus 
Technical College. 
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QUESTION 1: “In terms of the academic pro¬ 
gram at your college, how has 
proration affected instructional 
areas such as professional develop¬ 
ment, accreditation, class load, 
etc.? In what areas have you had to 
make difficult decisions due to 
cuts in funding?” 

Dr. Searcy: We had decided to replace some 
instructors who had left Calhoun for various 
reasons, however, we made the difficult decision 
not to make replacements. This is particularly 
significant because the area in which faculty 
were needed, business, holds our largest number 
of majors. Calhoun has traditionally allowed 
travel for professional development, however 
this year travel will be extremely limited. There 
will be no travel to conferences and meetings, no 


travel except in the rare case of it being for the 
overall good of the institution, for instance, if it 
pertained to the college s accreditation, or the 
accreditation of certain programs. We will be 
continuing funding for travel for athletic teams 
in the usual fashion. 

Dr. Evans: At Lawson State proration has forced 
us to cut out several programs formerly offered 
on a full-time basis. We no longer have full-time 
instructors in Art and Music, we are now using 
part-time personnel to implement these pro¬ 
grams. 

We have some instructors who are presen tly full¬ 
time, teaching on an overload basis. They are 
getting paid for the fifth class-it is not con¬ 
sidered within the normal workload. Proration 
has forced us to inc rease the percentage of our 
part-time teachers. 

Dean Carmichael: The most difficult decision 
we faced was a reduction in our instructional 
staff. This reduction in employees actually 
affected the college in general, for instance, lab 
assistants were included in the reduction. Pro¬ 
ration has forced us to increase our class size. We 
have maintained classes ofiered, however in 
some cases we have had to eliminate smaller 
classes which might have been held in the past. 

We have had to be quite conservative in the 
purchase of supplies. We have made quite a 
reduction in travel, and professional develop¬ 
ment activity has been a great concern. Southern 
Union has always supported professional de¬ 
velopment activities, however, we are not ex¬ 
pecting to participate in any on a state level this 
year. 

QUESTION 2: “What steps are you taking toward 

maintaining quality in academic 
programs, to compensate for re¬ 
ad] ustments?” 

Dr. Searcy: One plan we have followed over the 
years is to have a good mix among faculty. By 
“good mix” I mean to hire beginning teachers 
who are less experienced and less costly to the 
college, to hire teachers who are subject matter 
specialists and hold doctorates, and to hire those 
in the middle of a career and therefore, on a 
mid-salary schedule. We began this year with a 
positive perspective, thinking that adversity 
helps build character and character helps build 
consistency in the classroom. We plan to still 
maintain our excellent posture in the classroom. 

We have attempted to include faculty in dis¬ 
cussions on proration, therefore they tend to be 
more understanding. Because we are honest 
with our faculty, and as fair as we can be under 
trie circumstances, they have volunteered to 
help. For instance, we prefer to limit English 
101 to 25, but we have had faculty volunteer to 
take up to 28 or more in their classes. 

The administration has been encouraged by Dr. 
Chasteen to teach one class each. This is not 
considered double duty, and we are not required 
to do it. Dr. Chasteen is teaching a class himself 
and I am teaching an Introduction to Business 
class. 

One of the many things we have to do is offer a 
schedule for our students covering a broad range 
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of clashes, but we can’t do this with full-time 
instructors, even at the 75% level. Our budget 
works onh when we-a re allowed to use a certain 
number of part-time faculty to take up the slack 
where necessary. 

Our thrust this year on campus is Instructional 
Excellence.” 

Dr, Evans: To maintain quality and integrity in 
instruction, we are using some taculty who are 
presently full-time, to teach a 5th class on an 
overload basis. This is allowed because these 
instructors understand our college mission. 
Also, we are using some of our instructors who 
were laid off to come back on a part time basis. 
These teachers have been recalled because they 
too have an understanding of the college 
philosophy. 

Dean Carmichael: At Southern Union we are 
using full-time faculty as means of maintaining 
quality. Many are teaching an additional class, a 
5th class. This provides for the continuity of the 
program, by using full-time knowledgeable 
faculty members to carry on the offerings of the 
college. 

We feel we are doing a better screening job with 
part-time instructors, having recently developed 
a new evaluation system to determine quality of 
instruction within the classroom. 

QUESTION 3: “In better times, where would you 

expect to place emphasis in your 
academic programs?” 

Dr. Searcy: I have a need to look at the financial 
perspective from a long range view. I know to 
anticipate proration, because it could possibly 
occur any year. I would be careful about hiring 
additional faculty; but when I do. I would go 
back to the principle of a good mix” as I 
mentioned in answer to your first question. I 
know that the budget I deal with goes exclu¬ 
sively to the instructional area, but I also know 
that I must not put it all to salaries, a certain 
portion must go to equipment, travel, supplies 
etc. When better times come, i will ask lor 
additional faculty, realizing that I will be in 
effect asking for more money in my area. 

Dr. Evans: If things get betier, the first thing we 
would do would be restore Art and Music on a 
full-time basis. We would also want to hire the 
teachers who are now retrenched back to a full¬ 
time basis. 

We would like to add to programs of the college 
in order for our offerings to be more in line with 
the economy of the Birmingham area.

The achievement of accreditation in nursing 
indicates to the general public and the educa¬ 
tional community that a nursing program meets 
the standards of nursing education as defined by 
national criteria and evaluated by an external 
peer review process. Since 1952, the National 
League for Nursing has administered the ac¬ 
creditation program for nursing education. 
This accreditation program is founded on the 
belief that accreditation provides for the en¬ 
hancement of educational quality and contri¬ 
butes to the betterment of nursing practice. 


When a community college ranks in the top 
ten teams in national collegiate competition, it 
is news.

UPWARD BOUND 
PROGRAM IS FUNDED 

AT BSJC 

Dr. Tommy Boothe, President of Brewer State 
Junior College, was recently notified that the 
College will receive a grant of $ 150,000 from the 
U. S. Department of Education to implement an 
Upward Bound Program during the 1986-87 
academic year. 

Upward Bound is one of the TRIO Programs, 
which include Special Services for Disadvan¬ 
taged Students anti Educational Talent Search, 
as well. The College will receive approximately 
$166,000 during 1986-87 for continuation of its 
previously funded programs in Special Services 
and Talent Search. 

The Upward Bound Program is designed 
specifically for potential first-generation college 
students (i.e., students from families in which 
neither parent completed college) and low- 
income students. Upward Bound is a compre¬ 
hensive program, focusing upon academic skills 
development, cultural enrichment, and aca¬ 
demic, personal, and career counseling. Partici¬ 
pants in Upward Bound will enter the ] >rogram 
in high school and continue through an intro¬ 
ductory summer college program. Selected 
students wil i be paid a stipend for participation 
In both the high school and college phases and 
will have all transportation and tuition ex¬ 
penses paid for the summer college program. 

A total of sixtv students from Favette, Lamar, 

j * 

and Pickens Counties will be served by the 
Upward Bound Program. Three high schools in 
Fayette County, three in Lamar County, and 
two in Pickens County have tentatively approved 
participation in Upward Bound. The Upward 
Bound Project Director will be contacting 
principals of these schools during August to 
determine a final slate of schools to participate 
in the program. 

In addition to the TRIO Program grants, 
Brewer State will receive $50,000 - $65,000 from 
the Strengthening Developing Insiitutions 
Program {Title 111), and $30,330 from the 
displaced Homemakers Program during 1986- 
87. The College is also awaiting notification on 
grant applications which have been submitted 
to the Cooperative Education Program and the 
Exxon Education Foundation.
